WOMAN "KINGPIN" 
DEFIES TORTURERS 



Alter their experiences with the brave 
women oi Belgium, the Nazis got some 
new ideas of the so-called weaker sex. 

Noted for being careful housewives, ac- 
cording to "News From Belgium." proud 
of the whiteness of their curtains and the 
gleam of their kitchen utensils, these women 
proved themselves to be fearless and 
splendid fighters throughout the German 
tyrannical rule of their homeland. 

"And what is still more difficult," the 
Belgian publication continues, "the house- 
wife turned underground battler, when 
cauqht, endured the worst tortures inflicted 
by the bloody Gestapo brutes, without open- 
ing her lips, without betraying a single 
patriot, ceaselessly running into danger. 
She never bragged, but she never hesi- 
tated." 

A* woman, for example, was the "king- 
pin" of the whole organization of "La 
Libre Belgique," the underground news- 
paper, that added new lustre to the bril- 
liant name of its ancestor of World War I. 
Even now she is known only by her pen 
name, Mrs. Ruse. 

Before the war. she was a "dazzlingly 
beautiful woman." now she is broken and 
white-haired. This change is not surpris- 
ing, for throughout the German occupation 
Mrs. Ruse would meet her correspondents 
as if by chance al a store center, in a park. 
>n the street. She would take their hand- 
written notes to her home, type them and 



then deliver them to the editorial staff. 
Later, she. would carry the dangerous copy 
to the typographers, and the set-up type to 
the printers. The paper was never printed 
in the same place two days in succession, 
but no one connected with it was more con- 
stantly exposed to capture by the Gestapo 
than Mrs. Ruse, and no one was so well 
acquainted with all the intricacies of the 
operation. 

No wonder, then, that the Nazis were over- 
joyed when they finally captured her, 
months ago. Now they would find out all- 
about "La Libre Belgique" and its staff, and 
liquidate them. But Mrs. Ruse kept her 
secrets. Eighteen times she was tortured, 
with all the sadistic ingenuity of which her 
captors were past masters. But she did 
not speak. " At last the Gestapo gave up. 
They crammed the broken woman, along 
with 2,000 other patriotic prisoners, into a 
train destined for Germany. It never got 
there! 

Belgian railway workers were on the 
alert. The' train met with one delay after 
another. It took three whole days to cover 
a distance of about 20 miles. All available 
trackage and rolling stock was needed to 
rush troops and equipment to the breach 
in Germany's vaunted "Atlantic Wall." The 
prisoners — Mrs. Ruse among them — were 
returned to Brussels. 

And there the advance of the Allied 
armies found and liberated them. .
